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CANADA'S SUGAR BEET 


‘INDUSTRY; WIDE POSSIBILITIES 


In analyzing the situation as regards 
the culture of sugar beets in Canada, 
interior, 
through its natural resources {ntelll- 
gence service, -points out that beets 
of excellent quality for beet sugar 
im many 
widely distant portions of the Do- 
‘minion. Not, only can Canada produce 
good beets, but excellent seed as well. 
Until recently most of the sugar beet 
seed planted was imported from Eur- 
that Canadian- 
grown seed has produced beets equal- 


tho department of. the 


production can be grown 


ope, but tests show 
ly high in sugar and in pwity as seed 
from the most approved’ varieties 
grown in France, Germaiy, Russia 
and Denmark. 

The outstanding localities for the 
production of sugar beets are the 
warmer parts of Ontario, the Sumas 
district and the Okanagan valley in 
British Columbia, southern Alberta 
and the maritime provinces. 

Established beet sugar industries 
are located at Wallaceburg § and 
Chatham in southwestern Ontario, 
and at Rgymond in Alberta. In 
southern Alberta the most. rapid 
recent progress has been made and, 
barring a serious setback, which 
does not seem probable, the out- 
look there is for the erection of more 
sugar beet factories. In fact, it 
seems probable that. four or five sugar 
factories will be located in the prov- 
ince within the next decade. On irri- 
gated land at Lethbridge on averuge 
yields over a period of three y2ara 
the annual profit is estimated at $39.95 
per acre. 

Co-operation is necessary for the 
success of a sugar beet industry 
and in British Columbia, following 
experimental crops, it would appear 
that probably a sufficient number of 
farmers are becoming interested to 
warrant establishment of a, factory. 
At the opposite end of the country it 
is of interest to note that certain Brit- 
ish industrialists who visited Canada 
last year were much struck with the 
possibilities for a sugar beet industry 
im. the wrovince. of Quebéc. , 

In Eurépé ‘the growingsoffbeets fdr. 
sugar is a well-established industry 
and important manufacturing estab- 
lishments have resulted. In Canada 
the progress has not been such as soil 
and elimatic conditions appear to war- 
rant, despite the fact that crops of 9 
to 10 tons per acre are general, and 
the content of sugar such ag to com- 
pare favorably with European coun- 
tries. It is on the basis of sugar con- 
tent that the farmer is paid for his 
beets in Canada, a minimum price per 
ton being guaranteed for a given sug- 
ar content and a bonus paid for each 
per cent? above the minimum. The 
average price obtained by sugar beet 
growers throughout Canada in 1926 
was $8.54 per ton. 

One of the most significant factors 
respecting the outlook for sugar beet 
growing in Canada is the number of 
experts in this type of agricuture who 
have come to Canada, especially from 
Europe. Sugar beet, culture requires 
a largé amount of Jabor and it has 
long been recognized that the natives 
of Holland and Belgium are especial- 
ly proficient in this work. The depart- 
ment of immigration has been ~suc- 
cessful in procuring a yearly migra- 
tion of these skilled workers who 
have come into the country as agri- 
cultural workers, but many of them 
have since acquired land and are to- 
day prosperous farmers. 

Canada can apparently win from 
her soil abundant supplies of sugar 


and no doubt will do so in the future | - 


if it is profitable. In this connection 
it is to be noted that the beet sugar 
industry does not receive any subsidy 
in Canada as it does in Great Britain, 
but on the other hand, it is encour- 
aged by a protective tariff which ap- 
plies to both raw and refined sugar 
entering Canada for consumption or 
refining.

SEVERE MEASURES ARE NEEDED 


Disquieting information comes to 
the Herald from a gentleman whose 
business: keeps’ him travelling over 
‘the province pretty steadily. <A: 
couple of years ago he noted the fact 
damaging pest of Manitoba farms, 
that sow thistle, most dangerous and 
had made its appearance in Alberta. 
‘Today he tells the Herald that he 
notices much larger areas of the weed, 
particularly in crops adjacent to rail- 
way tracks. 

The disquieting feature of this in- 
formation is that it means the Alberta 
farmer is evidently still unaware, or, 
if aware, is careless, as, to the sort of 
enemy he is harboring on his prop- 
erty. Sow thistle practically put the 
Red River grain farming section of 
Manitoba out of business, It is a 
whole lot worse than a heavy first 
mortgage on the farmer’s property 
and, once established, more difficult 
to get rid of.

Ow farmer government shows a 
disinclination. to use harsh measures 
with respect to the weed problem. ‘Re- 
garding extermination of well estab- 
lished noxious weeds of the less 
serious sort ‘the disinclination to use 
hard methods may be understood and 
appreciated In the case of sow thistle 
however, the government's attitude 
should be uniformly severe The Al. 
berta farmer who allows sow thistle 
to get a start on his land and make a 
second year .growth deserves Harsh 
treatment by the authorities for his 
criminal negligence He Is an enemy 
and a menace to the prosperity of Al- 
berta’s farming community and should 
be treated as such. The heaviest pos- 
sible fine is not too great a punish. 
ment for him, 


CEREAL CROP FIELD DAY 
AT LACOMBE, ANGUST 17TH 


Mr. L. H, Newman, Dominion Cereal- 
ist and Mr. Peter Stewart, Secretary, 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, 
both of Ottawa, will be at the Domin- 
fon Experimental Station, Lacombe, on 
the above date to-discuss problems in 
connection with the production of reg- 
istered seed grain. - The Experiment- 
al Station has some 110 different plots 
or grain. grown from seed submitted 
by Alberta seed growers to the Cana- 
dian Seed Growers’ Association for 
verification tests.

NEW EARLY MATURING OATS

has grown a new, early variety of oats 
from head selections five years ago. 
He sowed 10 bushels of these new 
oats on 5 acres, under field conditions 
this season, on May 14th, and will cut 
the new crop August 13th or 14th. 
Last year these oats matured and 
were cut 18 days before the Banner 
was ready. The new oats yielded 97 
bushels per acre and weighed fifty 
and one quarter pounds to the meas- 
ured bushel. It has a slightly smaller 
kernel than the Banner but is a much 
thinner hull. 

A definite name has not been decid- 
ed on, but in view of the early matur- 
ity and the possibility of combine har- 
vesting, it may be named Combine 
Oats.
